Indianapolis, Ind., March 
26.—The 
executive council of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor adjourned Wednesac.y 
afternoon. 
It was given out that the 
headquarters will be moved at the close 
of the present year to some other city, 
probably Chicago. The following com­ 
m ittee report of the eight-hour day 
question was unanim ously adopted, and 
given out as 
the 
sentim ent of 
the 
council: 
“At this hour, when m yriads of work­ 
ers are seeking employment, and 
in 
their despair num bers of them are cap­ 
tivated by the seductive theories and 
glim m ering promises of securing state 
help, we, the American Federation of 
Labor, reaffirm the necessity of concen­ 
tratin g all the forces of the practical 
labor movement by the voluntary and 
collective efforts of the trade unions, 
backed by sym pathetic public opinion. 
“The general and constant introduc­ 
tion of machinery, the m inute subdi­ 
visions of labor,the irregularities of em­ 
ploym ent, the hopeless wail of the un­ 
employed, all demand an equalization 
th a t will come from the general adop­ 
tion of the eight-hour day period. 
All 
other isms and 
economical 
theories 
w ithin our ranks should be subordinate 
to the great task of giving work to the 
unemployed and bettering the wages 
and conditions of all who toil. 
The 
realization of the eight-hour day means 
better food and raim ent, happier homes, 
better citizens, nobler 
manhood 
and 
higher civilization. 
“As we approach the question we rec­ 
ognize the need for a more thorough 
and complete organisation of 
every 
craft and occupation 
on trade-union 
lines before we can undertake a general 
or sim ultaneous stand for the eight- 
hour day. 
“ To insure continued and successful 
efforts by the working people in this di­ 
rection the president and secretary of 
the American Federation of Labor are 
hereby directed to issue an address to 
the wage-workers of the country, urg­ 
ing them to join the trades union move­ 
m ent with a view of securing all possi­ 
ble advantages resulting from organiza­ 
tion, and especially to put in operation 
the eight-hour working day as soon as 
business will justify such action w ith­ 
out injury to the public. 
“T hat the aforesaid officers notify the 
executive oVgcers 
executive head of all unions affiliated 
w ith the American Federation of La­ 
bor of such action and seek their co­ 
operation and assistance and request 
them to correspond with employers 
to the end of securing an expression of 
opinion on the voluntary concession of 
the eight-hour working day, and th at 
all unions whose members now work 
m ore than eight hours a day be re­ 
quested to select committees to wait 
upon the employers with the same ob­ 
ject in view. 
“ Further, th at the press, pulpit, pub­ 
lic speakers and reform ers generally be 
urged to make the need for the eight- 
hour work day a them e of concerted 
and persistent discussion. We hail the 
decision of the Bricklayers’ and Stone­ 
m asons’ International union to adopt 
the eight-hour work day in their trades 
as a hopeful sign of the irresistible 
m ovement for the establishm ent of the 
eight-hour work day.” 
The council, just before it adjourned, 
unanim ously approved the action of the 
officers of the federation in asking 
unions to declare for the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to I. 
Every 
union 
affiliating with the federation 
w ithin the next two weeks will receive 
instructions to indorse the movement 
for free silver. 
The only question be­ 
fore the council was w hether this ac 
tion would be construed as a political 
movement. 
It was decided that such 
construction could not be put upon it 
President Gompers believes the ac­ 
tion will have a powerful effect in the 
east, where the federation is strongest 
and wrhere the gold-standard idea is 
most prevalent.

COUNCIL VOTES TO HIRE TWO 
EXPERTS. 


Report of the W ater W orks Committee 
—Aldermen Burnham, W inslow and 
Inman Make Pungent Speeches— 
The City Threatened W ith a Law 
Suit Over Sewerage System. 


The council last evening: 
V oted to settle the suit aginstthe Water Com­ 
pany and buy the water works under the char­ 
ter, if possible to do so at a reasonable price. 
T o have an expert accountant and a civil engin­ 
eer to help the committee investigate. 
T o build works in case the present system could 
not be so bought. 
H eard City Attorney McElroy’s statem ent that 
the city would probably be confronted by a 
damage suit ii sewers were built according to 
the present plan. 
Last night’s session was a hot one. 
A ll the Aldermen were present except 
Alderman Stearns. 
Imm ediately af­ 
te r roll call, Mayor Baines said th at 
th e w ater works 
committee would 
subm it a report, which he considered 
rn step in the rig h t direction and he 
asked the co-operation of the council. 
T he report waB then read by Alderman 
Heddles, it being aB follows: 
The special com m ittee having in charge the 
w ater works m atter of the city, m ake a further 
report: 
There seem s to be an impression on the part 
o f many people that the city of Janesville has 
n o remedy against the W ater Company. We de­ 
sire to correct that Impression, as the city still 
has a case ic court pending against the Water 
Company, in which the city can obtain certain 
of its rights. 
Among others it can be deter­ 
m ined in that action the cost of the works. We 
a re satisfied that the great majority of the peo­ 
ple of the city of Janesville believe that the city 
should own its own woi ks.and that if we cannot 
buy the present system the city should build 
works of its own. W e believe in paying for the 
w orks which are at present in the city of Janes­ 
ville, a fair and reasonable price. 
During tim 
past week this com m ittee has held two m eet­ 
in g s with the mayor of the city, and discussed 
th e water works matter. The mayor and chair­ 
m an of this committee requested of the Water 
Company a statem ent showing the cost of the 
w orks, the income, expenses, etc., in order to 
aid the city in arriving at an amicable adjust­ 
m ent, if possible, with the company. The Wa­ 
ter Company furnished to the mayor a state­ 
m ent of their claim s as to the cost of the works, 
th e extensions, the income and expenses. That 
statem ent is hereto attached and made a part of 
th e report. After receiving this statem ent the 
m ayor and committee held another meeting at 
w hich It was determined to attem pt ta arrive at 
a settlem ent of this matter w ith the W ater 
Company upon an amicable basis if possible. 
W e recommend that the mayor and committee 
b e empowered to employ a civil engineer to fur­ 
nish to the city as accurate an t stim te of what 
th e water works, with extensions, should have 
cost, as is possible, and that the mayor and 
com m ittee be empowered, lf they deem it neces­ 
sary, to employ an expert accountant to exam ­ 
ine the figures with reference to t t e cost, ex­ 
penses and earnings of said works for the pur­ 
pose of making a report thereon to the city. We 
feel that the city should not abate n the slight­ 
e st degree Its efforts towards becoming the 
owner of a water works system in this city. 
This question, in our judgment, is the mOBt im ­ 
portant one to the people cf the city that has 
ever been presented. The city 's annual expense 
for water is increasing and bound to i n c a s e , 
and now that this m atter is before the people, it 
should be setled for all time.

Alderman Burnham then arose.

And in clos­ 
ing he seconded Alderman Inm an’s 
idea. 
Ald. Winslow suggested th a t the 
m atter be subm itted to the people.

“ Perhaps some of the aldermen have 
been corrupted, but I do not think 
th at charge can be made against the 
supreme court. 
I favor a settlem ent 
and will vote for it.” 
He congratulated the committee on 
the wisdom of adopting the plan he 
had proposed months ago, “ and wel­ 
comed them all into camp.” 
Aid. Winslow Speaks. 
Ald. Winslow 
said the aldermen 
were now just where they were in 
1894, when the suit was begun. They 
had got around to where they, like 
the supreme court, m ust tell him th a t 
he had been right. 
“ I have been asked how much the 
w ater company paid m e,” he contin­ 
ued “ and I will say th at I got just 
w hat the supreme court did.” 
Mayor Baines stated th a t the cost 
of the works was $208,000. 
There 
had been a deficiency w ith interest, 
am ounting to $32,000, so th a t the coBt 
to the city for the works would be in 
the neighborhood of $240,000. 
Be 
thought the city ought to own the 
works if they had to pay $300,000 for 
them. 
Alderman Smith then took the floor. 
“ The committee was not composed 
of law yers,” he said. 
“ The members 
saw the franchise, and noticed th a t it 
stated th at the company m ust keep 
an accurate set of books, and if this 
was not done they forfeited their 
right*. 
They looked at it in th a t 
way. 
Here was a contract,” he con­ 
tinued 
“ that had not been kept. 
They thought a contract would hold 
in court. 
They have decided the m at­ 
ter as cheaply as possible. 
The law ­ 
yers have done all they could. 
They 
have found th a t the contract didn’t 
hold. 
Now we must ask the w ater 
company about it, and we w ant the 
assistance asked for bec&nse we are 
not law yers.” 
Attorneys of thB Same Mind. 
“ But you had 
attorneys didn’t 
you?” Alderman Burnham inquired. 
“ Yes, and they thought as we did 
I hopa we can settle the matter now.’ 
Alderman Burnham lavored hiring 
the accountant first. 
fie could tell 
from the original invoices what ma­ 
terial had been used and whether or

At times Philip II. would discourse 
with Mora about his own affairs, pass­ 
ing 
from questions concerning 
the 
kingdom to his own death and burial. 
Several days before he died he instruct­ 
ed the friar who had the key of the 
royal vault to look secretly a t his fath- 
s coffin, to measure it, and to open it 
and see how the late Em peror Charles 
V. had been laid, as he desired to be 
aid in the same manner. 
He then in­ 
quired from Don Juan Ruiz de Velasco 
for the crucifix and some candles of Our 
ady of M ontserrat, which years pre­ 
viously he had shown to him. 
The 
crucifix was found in the box with the 
candles and the scourge Charles V. had 
used. 
The crucifix was now hung in­ 
side the bed curtains close to Philip’s 
head. 
As to the candles, he instructed 
Don Fernando de Toledo to give him 
one with the crucifix just before he ex­ 
pired. His next curious command was 
that his coffin should be brought for 
lim to see. 
The wood of which this 
was made has a rather rem arkable his­ 
tory. 
The beams from which th i planks 
were cut had formed the keel of a great 
ortuguese galleon, the Cinco Chagas, 
or Five W ounds of the Redeemer. 
Twenty years before, this keel of the 
stranded vessel had been left lying 
abandoned on the sands at Lisbon, and 
Philip ordered this piece of tim ber to 
be brought to the Escorial, which was 
effected with much labor and a very 
heavy outlay of money. 
From this log 
the great cross was made that crowns 
the high altar in the Escorial, and on 
this is the crucifix of gilt bronze, w hich 
s over seven feet long. 
The tree from 
which this log was cut is, says Siguen- 
za, called the Tree of Paradise, or in its 
own habitat in the East Indies, Angel!. 
A large piece of this tim ber was still 
eft after the coffin was constructed, 
and lay, in Siguenza’s time, at the en­ 
trance of the g ild in g . 
The coffin was 
lined inside, by Philip’s desire, with 
white satin and covered outside with 
black cloth set in gold, having a cross 
of crimson satin, all the nails being gilt. 
He went carefully into the various 
m inutiae of its appointments.

night she gave “Paul and Virginia.” 
William Castle was the tenor. In this 
opera occurs a kissing scene and the 
manner in w’hich Emma passed through 
the ordeal delighted the heart of Mr. 
Field so much that the following Sun­ 
day, as a part of a four-column tribute 
to the singer, appeared this expansive 
description: 
“Aha, that kiss—that long, low, lan­ 
guishing, limpid, liquid, lingering kiss!
